According to the railway census return 
for 1880, there were 1,165 companies, hav- 
ing, in round numbers, 85,000 miles of rai 
ways in operation in this country—an .

At dinn-r ina hospitable New York home 
in which nothing that is good in the cook- 
ery of any nation is rej , & dish of 
* nudels,” made like macaroni, of a dough 
of wheat flour and water rolled out and cut 
in long thin'slices, was served in a Very pa- 
latable German style. Ane ma- 
caroni-eater.who partook of yn 
to describe more ciosely than this the 
ner in which they were cooked, except to 
the negative extent of saying that th se 
were not pre 1 w.th cheese, tomatoes, 
or cream. As they were set on the table 
the hostess said: ‘‘ Nadel#, you know, are, 
usually made by the Germans in the house, 
and are made Frosh every time they are 
wanted. But I buy theseof » sturdy, brave 
hearted German woman, who supplies other 
households in the same way. She makes 
the nudels with her own hands, and carries 
them around in a basket. When she began 
this work she had juet been left a widow, 
with a family of small children on ber hands 
and no means of su t. Knowing of no 
other way to earn & living, and this simple 
thought of making nudels occurring to her, 
she set to work bravely at that. ‘ 

“ At first she found oniy two or three fa- 
milies to whom she could cell, but her nu- 
dels were so well made, and she was #0 
cleanly and honest, and earnest, that others 
were told about her, and were added to the 
namber of her customers, until her sales 
were large enough to su her and her 
little ones. Upon this emall business, con- 
ducted, as faras it went, well and faithful- 
ly, she raised her family, and now her chil- 
dren are old enough to contribute material- 
ly to the expense of the household, and per- 
haps to supporg it alone. 

“This little piece of homely history I have 
told you because | think it inaseores in 
the picture it gives of a poor woman lifting 
herself by brave and hovest laber to inde- 
pendence and self-support, and because it 


shows by what curious occupations some |- 


people earn their living in this great city.”
